REMARKS 

Claims 1-23 are pending in the application. Claims 1-10 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being drawn to a non-elected invention and claims 1 1-23 are under 
examination. 

A Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment was mailed on June 16, 2008, stating 
that the Response filed May 20, 2008 is considered non-compliant because the listing of 
claims did not include the text of all pending claims, including withdrawn claims. 
Applicants note that the Response filed May 20, 2008 did not contain the text of 
withdrawn claims 1-10. 

In response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment, applicants submit 
herewith a complete listing of the text of all pending claims, including withdrawn claims 
1-10. As described in the Response filed May 20, 2008, the claims and specification 
were amended therein to replace the term "Endostatin™" with "endostatin," since the 
term "endostatin" has been in generic use as of the priority date of the instant application. 
Applicants believe that no new matter was added by this amendment. 

In addition, as described in the Response filed May 20, 2008, independent 
claim 1 1 was amended to recite elution buffers comprising specific components. Support 
for the amendment is found, e.g., at page 36, line 6, through page 40, line 21 of the 
specification as originally filed. Applicants believe that no new matter was added by this 
amendment.
